M erchants of Gettysburg and Ad­ 
am s county, for the most part, are 
absorbing the new tax imposed by 
the state under the emergency relief 
sales tax aet instead of adding the 
imposts to bills of goods or increas­ 
ing the cost of the articles .‘-old, it 
was learned today 
in a survey of 
local businessmen. 
Inasm uch as the sales tax is diffi­ 
cult to adm inister and inasm uch as 
it is almost impossible to pass it on 
to the consumer on 
each 
article 
purchased, each m erchant is m ak­ 
ing his ow n decision as lo how' he 
will absorb the new levy which went 
into effect on September I for a 
! period of six months. 
T he tax is not payable until after 
the close of the 
six-m onth |>eriod, 
and most of the local m erchants are 
keeping daily and monthly records 
of their sales 
and 
then 
setting 
aside a certain am ount each m onth 
to cover the tax for th at period. The 
| tax period ends February 28 and 
I the tax is payable April I. 
Oppose Extension 
The gradual increase being noted 
in commodity prices, the m erchants 
set forth, is not being brought about 
by arbitrary price advances by m er­ 
chants to m eet the sales tax, but is 
I due directly to gradually increasing 
wholesale 
prices 
on 
commodities 
; handled by retailers. 
At 
the 
present 
time retailers 
throughout the state are organizing 
j to act to prevent any move for the 
re-enactm ent of the sales tax alter 
■ it expires in February, the substi­ 
tution of any similar measure, or 
the extension of the time limit of 


I the present bill. 
It is said that the sales tax, 
frowned upon by retailers through­ 
out the statp. may result in the for­ 
m ation of a state merchants* or­ 
ganization to protect the interests 
of the retailer. 
No such organiza­ 
tion exists a t the present tune.

Oran, Algeria, Sept. 15 (A P)—A 
troop train carrying 500 officers and 
m embers of the 
fam ous 
French 
foreign Legion plunged into a ra ­ 
vine near Tlemcen W ednesday, and 
the Havas news agency 
said prob­ 
ably 120 legionnaires had been kill­ 
ed and 150 others seriously injured. 
The trfdn left th e track in the 
m ountainous district between Zel- 
boun and Turenne and plunged 250 
feet to the bottom of the ravine. 
The wreck was believed to have 
been caused by a m ushy 
roadbed, 
— w hich had been affected by heavy 
rains recently. 
Commanding Officer Killed 
The 500 troops were enroute from 
Sidi Del Abbes, Algeria, 
to Oujda, 
Morocco, the territory m ade famous 
by Abd El Krim a few years ago 
during 
his 
stubborn 
resistance 
against French and Spanish troops 
in th is area. 
Thirty-one cars 
and a 
baggage 
wagon made the plunge down the 
ravine with the locomotive. 
From 
the 
wreckage 
came 
the 
h eart­ 
breaking cries and groans 
of 
the 
buried soldiers. 
One of the two officers com m and­ 
ing the detachm ent was killed, and 
m ost of the train crew were among 
th e dead. 
Rescue Work Difficult 
Rescue work was m ade most diffi­ 
cult by the limited m eans of com­ 
m unication, but the whole popula­ 
tion of the town of Turenne turned 
out to help.

Gen. Paul Rollet, inspector of tile 
foreign legion, and local authorities, 
who arrived in a special 
train late 
Wednesday. 
The train turned about and took 
the first of the injured

Although forty miles per hour is 
generally considered the legal speed 
limit in this commonwealth,, the 
m axim um for certain types of ve­ 
hicles is ten miles per hour and 
there are occasions when even ten 
would be considered excessive for 
any car, the Pennsylvania motor 
federation 
pointed 
out today 
in 
answering th a t frequently discussed 
question: W hat constitutes speed­ 
ing? 
“The m aximum speed on Pennsyl­ 
vania highways is forty miles per 
hour,” 
the 
federation 
explained, 
‘‘but this lim it Is subject to various 
restrictions. Commercial vehicles of 
the heavier types, and with solid 
rubber tires, are lim ited to speeds 
ranging from ten to thirty miles 
per hour, according to license classi­ 
fication. 
Commercial vehicles with 
cushion rubber tires are restricted to 
speeds ranging from a m axim um of 
tw enty to a m aximum of thirty 
miles, according to size and weight, 
while those with pneum atic tires 
have 
lim itations 
th a t 
run 
from 
tw enty-four for the heaviest to th ir­ 
ty-five miles for those of the lighter 
types. 
Motor busses and om ni­ 
busses of the heaviest types are 
lim ited to thirty miles, while the 
lighter vehicles in th a t classification 
are perm itted a maximum of th irty- 
five.” 
Other speed lim itations set forth 
in the m otor code were outlined by 
the federation as follows: 
Ten M iles—All vehicles when pass­ 
ing any interurban or street car tak ­ 
ing on or discharging passengers: at 
an intersection where a safety zone 
has been established, or where tra f­ 
fic is controlled by an officer or a 
signal. 
Fifteen Miles—All vehicles, except 
those restricted to lower speeds, 
when 
passing 
a 
school 
building 
during recess, or while children are 
going to or leaving school. 
Twenty Miles—All vehicles, except 
those restricted to lower speeds, 
within business or residence districts 


where 
“twenty-m ile 
speed 
lim it” 
signs have been erected by the au ­ 
thorities. When approaching within 
200 feet of a railway grade crossing 
where sign erected by the proper au­ 
thorities is displayed bearing the 
words “twenty-m ile 
speed 
lim it.” 
When approaching w ithin fifty feet 
and in traversing an intersection of 
highways w ithin a business or resi­ 
dence district when the driver, dur­ 
ing the last fifty feet of his approach 
to such intersection, does not have 
a clear view of traffic for a distance 
of 200 feet. 
All of these are subject to a fur­ 
ther lim itation, according to the 
federation, which places the respon­ 
sibility directly on the .shoulders of 
the operator. This restriction is de­ 
fined in Section 1002, sub-section a 
of the motor code, as follows: 
Any person driving a vehicle on a 
highway shall drive the same a t a 
careful 
and 
prudent 
speed, 
not 
greater than nor less th an is reason­ 
able and proper, having due regard 
to the traffic, surface and width of 
the highway, and of any other re ­ 
strictions or conditions then and 
there existing; and no person shall 
drive any vehicle upon a highway at 
such a speed as to endanger the 
life, limb or property of any person, 
nor at a speed greater than will per­ 
m it him to bring th e vehicle to a 
stop within the assured clear dis­ 
tance ahead. 
“After all, speed is relative and, 
no m atter w hat the legal lim itations, 
it is up to the operator to drive care­ 
fully a t all tim es and to take into 
consideration 
highw ay 
conditions 
and other factors,” said S. Edward 
Gable, president of the federation. 
“There are instances, such as partial 
blockades due to accidents or storm, 
or other circum stances when even 
ten miles per hour would be con­ 
sidered excessive. 
Tile law can go 
only so far in fixing definite lim i­ 
tations.' Caution and good judgm ent 
on the part of the driver should do 
the rest.”

Recognition 
Of 
Manchukuo 
Objected To By Chinese In 
Notes Of Protest. 


Changchun, Sept. 15 (A P)—'The 
state of Manchukuo. youngest of the 
world commonwealths an d born of 
the successful m ilitary cam p a ig n e r 
tile Japanese in M anchuria, was 
recognized officially by Ja p a n today. 
At a drab and listless ceremony 
in 
the

building here the prem ier of M an­ 
chukuo and the special envoy of the 
Japanese 
mikado 
affixed 
their 
names, using a tiny brush instead 
of a pen. 
The treaty calls for defensive al­ 
liance between th e two states and 
m arks the first recognition of the 
new nation by a foreign power. 


Although forty miles per hour is 
generally considered the legal speed 
lim it in this commonwealth, the 
maximum for certain types of ve­ 
hicles is ten miles per hour and 
there are occasions when even ten 
would be considered excessive for 
any car, the Pennsylvania m otor 
federation 
pointed 
out today 
in 
answering th a t frequently discussed 
question: W hat constitutes speed­ 
ing? 
“The m axim um speed on Pennsyl­ 
vania highw ays is forty miles per 
hour,” 
the 
federation 
explained, 
“but this lim it is subject to various 
restrictions. Commercial vehicles of 
the heavier types, and with solid 
rubber tires, are lim ited to speeds 
ranging from ten to thirty miles 
per hour, according to license classi­ 
fication. 
Commercial vehicles with 
cushion rubber tires are restricted to 
speeds ranging from a m aximum of 
twenty to a m axim um of thirty 
miles, according to size and weight, 
while those with pneum atic tires 
have 
lim itations 
th a t 
run 
from 
tw enty-four for the heaviest to th ir­ 
ty-five miles for those of the lighter 
types. 
M otor busses and om ni­ 
busses of the heaviest types are 
limited to th irty miles, while the 
lighter vehicles in th a t classification 
are perm itted a maximum of th irty- 
five.” 
Other speed lim itations set forth 
in the motor code were outlined by 
the federation as follows; 
Ten M iles—All vehicles when pass­ 
ing any interurban or street car ta k ­ 
ing on or discharging passengers; a t 
an intersection where a safety zone 
has been established, or where tra f­ 
fic is controlled by an officer or a 
signal. 
Fifteen Milesr—All vehicles, except 
those restricted 
to lower speeds, 
when 
passing 
a 
school 
building 
during recess, or while children are 
going to or leaving school. 
Twenty Miles—All vehicles, except 
those restricted to lower speeds, 
within business or residence districts 


where 
“twenty-m ile 
speed 
lim it” 
signs have been erected by the a u ­ 
thorities. W hen approaching within 
200 feet of a railway grade crossing 
where sign erected by the proper au ­ 
thorities is displayed bearing the 
words 
“twenty-m ile 
speed 
lim it.” 
W hen approaching within fifty feet 
and in traversing an intersection of 
highways within a business or resi­ 
dence district when the driver, dur­ 
ing the last fifty feet of his approach 
to such intersection, does not have 
a clear view of traffic for a distance 
of 200 feet. 
All of these are subject to a fur­ 
ther lim itation, according to the 
federation, which places the respon­ 
sibility directly on the shoulders of 
the operator. This restriction is de­ 
fined in Section 1002, sub-section a 
of the motor code, as follows: 
Any person driving a vehicle on a 
highway shall drive the same a t a 
careful 
and 
prudent 
speed, 
not 
greater than nor less th an is reason­ 
able and proper, having due regard 
to the traffic, surface and width of 
the highway, and of any other re ­ 
strictions or conditions then and 
there existing; and no person shall 
drive any vehicle upon a highway at 
such a speed as to endanger the 
life, limb or property of any person, 
nor a t a speed greater than will per­ 
m it him to bring the vehicle to a 
stop within the assured clear dis­ 
tance ahead. 
“After all, speed is relative and, 
no m atter w hat the legal lim itations, 
it is up to the operator to drive care­ 
fully a t all tim es and to take into 
consideration 
highway 
conditions 
and other factors,” said S. Edward 
Gable, president of the federation. 
“There are instances, such as partial 
blockades due to accidents or storm, 
or other circum stances when even 
ten miles per hour wrould be con­ 
sidered excessive.
